Billingsgate has been the site of a fishmarket 
for many centuries, and its porters and other workers were famous at 
least 300 years ago. Hence Billingsgate beoame a synonym for vulgar 
and profane language. 

Occam or Ockham, William of (o. 1285-1349). English scholastic 
philosopher and theologian, known as "Dootor Invinolbilis and 
"Venerabilis Inceptor." He Joined the Franciscans, was a partisan 
of strict observance in their controversy ® T ®' 

and became general of the order in 1342; 1x1 ^ a . i°»J^43 ) 

he summarizes many of his previous writings, contesting the temporal 
power of the Pope and asserting that a king has independent authority 
in oivil affairs.
